Be careful that you neither parch nor drown the seed. Little water is required if the pots, etc., are covered 
with pieces of glass, which will deter too hasty evaporation. When watering is necessary, it should be done with 
a fine hose and a light hand, remembering that a strong stream will probably uncover the seed, and possibly 
wash it away altogether. The glass should not remain on the pots, etc., after the plants appear. Plenty of 
light, but not very strong and scorching, and a gentle, equable temperature are invaluable. When the young 
plants are strong enough, prick them off to give them more room; this may be done into other pots, pans and 
boxes, or into frames. About the end of May plant in open ground that has been well dug and enriched with old 
hot-bed manure, decayed leaves or some equally efficacious mixture. Give a liberal supply of water when planted.
